; and to undeceive pou of that Opinion, whi FJ year hath mit led many of you, That the pꝛetend⸗ 
ed O2dinance of the Milicia is warranted by my Copiſent and Authozity. As J have already Intoꝛmed 
vou, by my ſeverall Declarations and Mella mat the ſame is againſt the known Law, and an 
ir Liberty and P2operty , fo J doe now declare unto

thing wanting, to the making you the happieſt Subjects in the wozld, Jam ſure tis not my fault, that you 
have not that too: Be not deceived with wozds, and Genexall Expꝛeiſions; tis not in pour Power to name one 
Particular, which might make you yappy, that J have reſyled to Gꝛant: Be not Frighted with Appzehent- 
ons, That this Coumtrey is line to be the Seat of a war, che Meat of a war will be onely where perſons riſe in Re- 
bellion againlt me; that will not, J hope, be here, and then vou ſhall be ſure of my Pꝛotection; J will live and 
die in your Defence. And that vou may be in a Readineſle, anda Poſture to defend yourſelves and me, againſt 
any Jnvaſton oz Rebellion, J have Armed — my of Yonour, Nuaiity, and Reputation amongſt you, 
and of pour own Countrey, with - Commiſlion of Array & that purxoſe : There is nohonelt end declared in 
that Oꝛdinance, which is not pzovided foz by this Commilkſon, which being accozding to the old known Law, 
is fit foz your Obedience, and J doubt not will finde lt. 5 

In a wozd, J allure you, upon the Faith and Honour ol Chꝛiſlian King, J will be alwayes as tender ol any 
thing which may advance the true Pꝛoteſtant Religion, pꝛotect and pzeſerve the Laws ol the Land, and defend 
the juſt Pꝛiviledge and Freedom ol Parliament. as of me ite, oꝛ my C2own : and when J faile in etther of 
theſe, J will not looke foꝛ your alltſtance ; till then pou are concerned not to ſee me ſuffer,
